(4) Evidence Response Teams will need up to date 
information regarding events as they occur so they will know what 
crime scene investigators are looking to document, such as: 

(A) Were shots fired? Who fired them? What 

direction? 


(B) In a hostage situation, were assaults committed 

in any particular location? ERT personnel will focus their search 
for trace evidence to locations such as these. ~ * 

(C) If there is blood at the scene, whose is it? 
We may need blood samples from all law enforcement, subjects, and 
victims whose blood may be present. 

(D) What hazards remain at the scene which may harm 
ERT personnel such as explosive devices or chemical weapons? 

(E) Weapons fired by law enforcement personnel must 
be collected for test firing and comparison matching of bullets and 
casings. 

(F) A suggestion was made to videotape the crime 
scene immediately and make this available to any media or other 
personnel who need to see the crime scene right away. 

(G) Consider whether clothing of any of the 
participants needs to be collected for blood, trace evidence 
comparison, or other evidentiary concerns. 


(H) Photograph wounds right away and send personnel 
to the hospital or morgue to recover bullets. 

(I) Tactical situations which develop and move from 
place to place may leave many crime scenes to be processed.
